Mont,-oal  is  a  city  oi  churches,  and  in  fact  tinon^^hont  the  whole  Province  ot  Onebec  the  Roman  Catholic 
C  hu,-ch  is  excoedin^dy  wealthy.  rhc  Sen,inary  oi'  St.  Snlpice.  i„  .Mo„t,eal,  enjoys  a  princely  revenue,  and  it  is  but 
a  tew  decades  since  the  feudal  system  fu.ally  lost  its  toothold  on  this  continent,  and  the  Senn.,ary  was  reimbursed 
for   reiiuMnishinK  the  e.noknnen.s   a,ul  bono,-s  oi  a  la,-.,e   feudal    p,oprietor.hip.       The  home  o(  the  Snlpicians   faces

lari^-est  bell  in  .\nuric.i.  The  frescoes  and  paintin^^s  in

In  Place  d'Armes,  ipnnedi.itety  opposite  the  C.itiiedr.al

M.iisoiuieuve,  the  founder  of  Montreal.  The  ^^ranite 
pedestal  bears  the  inscription  :  "  i'a.,1  de  Chomedy  de  M,.i^o,n,ev,ve,  Kondateur  de  Monfeal,  -H^."  The  pede.stal 
rests  upon  a  foundation,  and  displays  bas-reliefs  repre^entn^  Maisonnenve  killing  an  Indian  chief  on  the  very  site 
of  the  monument  ;  the  hrst  mass  celebrated  in  the  colony  :  ibe  itieetinK  of  the  band  of  religious  enthusiasts,  at  which 
i,  was  decided  to  found  the  town  o(  Xille  .Marie  de  Mo  t.eal.  and  the  ^alla-n  delence  of  the  youn^^  colony  by 
the   hero    Hollard  at    the    I.ont;-   Sault.
